A correspondent writes us that he 
has a well thirty feet deep, situated 

twenty feet from a cesspool, into 
which the refuse of a family is dis- 
charged. He asks us if there is any 

i. anger that the water in the well 
will become defiled when the well is 
cemented from top to bottom . This 
is an important question, as these 

circumstances ai\? very common, and 
in very few cases is there even the 
(partial protection of the cement 
coating given to the well to prevent 
toe influx of dra nage. It is quite 
common to see wells surronnded 
with slops from the kitchen, or 
drainings from l am yards. Some- 
times the immediate vicinity of the 
well is constantly visited by farm 
stock of all descriptions, and its con- 
dition in the spring when the win- 
ter's accumulations become thawed 
is disagreeable and unwholesome in 
the extreme. It is too commonly
